Norman C. Davis, Wasatch 
County Hospital Administrator 
acknowledged in an inquiry this 
week that he had submitted his 
resignation to the hospital board 
and would be leaving about Au- 
gust 15th, He cited disillusion= 
ment with the hospital board as 
his reasons for leaving, charg- 
ing the board with failure to 
control the medical staff suf- 
ficiently to provide first quality 
care, Mr. Davis joined the 
staff the first of this year. 

‘The administrator revealed 
the reason he had given the 
board for leaving commenting, 
“1 felt .they (the board) had 
evaded a significant responsi+ 


bility with regard to the control ,
